The argument that the 
terminals of Lawlor cannot satisfy the claimed "financial transaction computer" is not persuasive. The terminals of Lawlor satisfy what is 
claimed. With respect to the financial accounting computer, the computer of Lawlor satisfies what is claimed. The term "accounting" adds 
nothing further to the term "computer". With respect to the argument about interactive access, there is interactive in Lawlor via the remote 
terminals. This satisfies what is claimed. The argument about the accounting computer and the transaction computer being separate 
elements and the examiner cannot say that the interactive access is via the terminals, the claim language does not exclude this scope or 
interpretation. Interactive access is satisfied by Lawlor. The arguments are not persuasive. 
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
